WASHINGTON (AP) — A crime control bill bear- 
ing Congress' first authorization of wiretapping, pro- 
visions limiting Supreme Court rulings on criminid con- 
fessions and restrictions on the sale of guns» has been 
signed by President Johnson. 


The bill contains "more good than bad/' the Presi- 
dent said Wednesday night as he signed the measure 
barely four hours before it would have become law if 
he had not acted.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Not 
satisfied with the gun restric­ 
tions in the crime bill just 
signed into law advocates of 
stiffer firearms control drove 
today to ban the mail order sale 
of rifles and shotguns. 
The judiciary committees of 
both the Senate and House had 
such bills before them, less than 
24 hours after President John­ 
son signed an omnibus crime 
control b il that prohibited the 
mail order sale of pistols. 
The Senate had knocked out of 
the crime bill a similar prohibi­ 
tion affecting rifles and shot­ 
guns shortly before Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy was killed early this 
month. 
Since then, Johnson has re­ 
newed his request for long-gun 
controls, and with mail calling 
for tighter restrictions deluging 
Capitol Hill, favorable votes in 
both committees were expected. 
Bills that go even farther and 
call for federal registration of 
all firearms have been intro­ 
duced in both houses and are 
picking up support daily. 
In signing the controversial 
crime bill on the last day before 
It would have become law with­ 
out his acting, Johnson called 
its gun control provision “wily a 
half-way step.” 
Controversy swirled a r o u n d 
the bill practically to the last 
minutes, with gun controls only 
a part of the cause. 
The bill also contains the first 
congressional authorization for 
limited wiretapping and elec­ 
tronic eavesdropping and has a 
section intended to overturn Su­ 
preme Court decisions govern­ 
ing the admission of confessions 
and eyewitness identifications in 
police lineups. 
Besides banning mail order 
sales of handguns, the newly en­ 
acted law forbids the sale af a 
pistol or revolver to anyone not 
a resident of the state in which 
the sale is made, or to anyone 
under 21. 
A Senate Judicary subcom­ 
mittee voted 9-0 Tuesday to ap­ 
prove the new measure.

There is reason to believe that 
Henry Ford was a m ajor factor 
in bringing about the enactment 
of a most im portant piece of 
conversation legislation — the 
federal migratory bird act. We 
were told that it was the sight 
of strings of robins, displayed 
for sale in southern states, that 
prompted Mr. Ford to camuaign 
for the protection, not only of 
robins, but of waterfowl and 
other migratory species. 
While on the subject of rob­ 
ins, there comes to mind an 
experience of federal enforce­ 
ment men who found a small 
church in the deep south ad­ 
vertising its annual robin sup­ 
per. The church people had no 
notion that they were violators. 
They explained that the robins 
were obtained by “whipping.” 
Flocks of robins 
roosted 
in 
thickets. Carry flash lights, bags 
and willow whips, robin-hunt- 
ers invaded a roosting place and 
flailed away with their whips 
until they had enough robins 
for the annual feast. 
Of course the robins taken

George Kennan, our former ambassador to Russia 
and one of our foreign policy experts, says that the 
United States has no choice; that “it must prune its 
external involvements to the bone, to cure itself of all 
dreams of being more to others than it is to itself, and 
to readjust the objectives of its foreign policies to a 
realistic assessment of its own capabilities.” 
There is not much evidence of any intention to do 
this yet at our highest political levels, but our people 
would be wise to look for expression of such intentions 
in the presidential contest and to support the candidate 
who pledges such action.

Alger Delta Cooperative Elec­ 
tric Association members at 
their annual meeting in the 
Gladstone High School gym­ 
nasium Wednesday heard their 
utility praised as one of the 
most progressive forces in the 
Upper Peninsula. 


Jean Worth, editor of the Es­ 
canaba Daily Press, told the 
more than 500 persons attend­ 
ing the meeting that Alger 
Delta, one of the three coopera­ 
tive electric utilities in the Up­ 
per Peninsula, had in its 33 
years of service greatly im­ 
proved rural living in the great 
area it serves from Big Bay to 
Grand Marais on Lake Superior 
and from Nahma to northern 
Menominee County eo Lake 
Michigan. 


At The Beffiiwinf 
**I have been reporting rural 
electrification in the Upper 
Peninsula since its beginning.’* 
aaid Worth **and 1 have been 
more critical than eomplimen- 
tary. Let me, today, bring the 
account into more even balance. 


“When rural electrification 
started I wondered why tbe 


existing urban utilities could 
not undertake this rural de­ 
velopment? Why need there be 
new utilitiei with federal sub­ 
sidies in the form of less than 
commercial rate financing to 
bring electric power to the out* 
land? 


**My attitude, I suspect, was 
strongly ii^uenced by the city 
utilities. They were the only 
utilities then and they were 
outraged by the competition 
proposed by rural electrifica­ 
tion. 


Co-op PieneerlBf 


“This wasn't, of course, the 
view of the situation taken by 
men like Wynand Nleuwen- 
kamp (manager of Alger Del­ 
ta) who were dedicated to the 
idea that where there was need 
for electric power it should be 
supplied; Hiat if the need was not 
supplied, other utilities should 
be created to supply it. 


**Looking back. I’m glad that 
the cooperatives didn’t take my 
view. We would. I’m sure, be 
much poorer today and have 
less electric service in the Up­ 
per Peninsula and less of the 


development and improved liv­ 
ing standards and production 
that are so inextricably linked 
with ample supply of power at 
economic rates. 


Bnchiffaa And REA 


**Every day I report some 
sort of government involvement 
in the economy and it seems 
that every other day I’m advo­ 
cating some sort of such in­ 
volvement.

Worth noted that REA loans 
the cooperative utilities money 
at 2.5 per cent when the Treas­ 
ury is paying as much as 6 per 
cent for the money that it bor- 
row's and that REA Administra­ 
tor Norman Clapp has told Con­ 
gress that it will need $8 bU- 
lion of new capital in the next 
15 years to meet growth nerds, 
puls millions of new money for 
rural telephone needs. 


“REA takes pride in this,’* 
said Worth. “It is working hai^ 
to care for rural interests in the 
national economy, and so should 
all of us. But we should, in the 
process, be mindful of the over­ 
all needs of the nation and 
should make REA justify the 
need tor such huge expendi­ 
tures.

DETROIT /A P' — Boston’s

Harrelson said the firecrack­ 
er. one of five tossed into right 
field in the ninth inning, ex­ 
ploded in back of him. 
“What if it landed in front of 
my face.” said Harrelson. “I'm 
blind. A few fans like that give 
a city like Detroit a bad name 
all the time. Detroit is the only 
town in the league where this 
happens. You don't get 
that 


stuff in the rest of the league.’* 
Harrelson said fans bombard­ 
ed left fielder Joe LaHoud and 
center fielder Reg Smith with 
beer cans and bottles in the 
late innings after Detroit had 
fallen behind 5-4 rn the seventh 
on Harrelson’s three-run homer. 


With two out and two strikes 
on Don Wert rn the Detroit 
ninth, the Detroit management 
announced the game would be 
forfeited 
unless 
fans 
stopped 
throwing things onto the field. 
The public address announce­ 
ment came after another fire­ 
cracker exploded near Harrel­ 
son in right field. Wert struck 
out to end the game. 


Harrelson 
tossed 
his 
glove 
down and began to walk off the 


field but was urged to return to 
his position by Umpire Al Sa­ 
lerno. 
“ If there hadn’t 
been 
two 
strikes on Wert I’d have walked 
off the field,” said Harrelson. 
“ This is ridiculous. There were 
six guys screaming and cursing 
in right field...with women and 
children 
standing 
there...and 
not a cop around. Last year in 
this park some guy threw 
a 
bolt at me. If it hit me in the 
head it could have killed m e.” 
Red Sox Manager Dick Willi­ 
ams said he would have hated 
to see the game forfeited be­ 
cause all of the records for both 
teams would go down the drain. 
“ But 
Detroit 
ought 
to 
do 
something about it,” he said. 


“They even threw one at Jim 
Northrup and he plays for De­ 
troit. 
“ If they forfeited the game, 
I would have hated to bike my 
team on the field tomorrow,” 
said Williams. “ If Detroit fans 
get that upset over a loss, what 
would they do with a forfeit?” 
Mickey Lolich. one af the De­ 
troit pitchers, said the fireworks 
were of the M 80 variety, cylin­ 
drical and about the size of a 
m an's thumb. 
“That kind has stuff like TNT 
in them .” said Lolich, who is in 
the National Guard. “A guy 
doesn’t need basic training. Just 
play the outfield in Detroit."

him to resign.”
